How Can I? 


Q. How can ft wash.a feather 
pillow. 

A. Dissolve I Ib. sal-soda and 
% |b. soap in % gallon boiling 
water. Put about 5 buckets of 
tepid water in a tub and pour in 
the above solution.

% |b of chloride of lime in 1 qt 
boiling water, let it settle. then 
stir in tub. Beat pillow wel! and 
put in tub, pressing down. Let 
soak for an hour, stirring and 
pressing constantly with a stick 
Rinse in several changes of water, 
wring, press out all water pos- 
sible id hang on line to dry, 
turning and shaking them often. 
Choose a windy day for quick 
drying. :

A. By applying a mixture of 
ammonia, borax, and water with 
a soft cloth, Then wash it im 


warm, soapy water, allow it te 


dry, and polish with whiting. 

Q. How can 1 soften a palat 
brush that has become hard and 
dry? 

A. Heat some vinegar to the 
boiling point and soak the brush 
in it for about 25 minutes. Them 
boil i gently in a strong soapsuda 
for a few minutes. The bristles 
will be as soft as when new. 

Q. How can I shapen knives. 

A. Sharpen a’ dull knife by 
folding a piece of emery paper 
in the center ani drawing the 
knife blade rapidly back and 
forth several times.

But they returned secret- 
ly, several times, always cover- 
ing their treasure hoard with 
loose stones. 

Piece by piece the treasure of 
SJuarrazar—the hurriedly buried 
gold and jewels that someone 
had saved from the Moorish 
plunderers — was sold by the 
peasants to goldsmiths and an- 
tique-dealers of Toledo. They 
couldn’t afford to haggle: but 
they were satisfied with what 
they got. Their wants wete 
simple, and living was cheap in 
the Spain of a century ago. 

But it happened that a fa- 
mous -tchaeologist was living 
at that time in Toledo. Don 
Jose Navarro was also a preci- 
ous metals expert — goldsmith, 
in fact, to Isabella IJ, Queen of 
Spain. 

On a walk through the city, 
he was intrigued to see in the 
windows of various curiosity- 
shop’ pieces of ancient jewel- 
lery that’ his expert knowledge 
told him could only be of Visi- 
gothic manufacture. He bought 


all he saw; and inquired for 
more. 
Unfortunately, word of his 


inquiries got around before he 
@ould collect all the. pieces. 
Many goldsmiths ofering parts 
of the treasure panicke’. and 


threw what they had bought off 


the peasants into the Tagus. One 
of the most splendid pieces — a 
golden, jewelled shrine in the 
shape of a dove — is known to 
have been lost to the world in 
this way. 

Navarro collected most of the 
pieces which had not been 
melted down and expertly re- 
paired those which had been 
crushed together for easier 
handling. 

Among the pieces saved and 
repaired was that unique sur- 
vival from Visigothic Spain, the 
votive-crown of King Recces- 
winth, who ruled Spain from 
A.D. 650 to 672. Hung with 
golden chains, it was studded 
with rock-crystals, onyx, sap- 
phires and pearls. 

All treasure found in Spein 
is the property of the Crown. 
Navarro knew this. But, cor- 
rupted by the prospect of vast 
wealth, he was willing to turn 
the treasure into a profit for 
himself. 

He fled to Paris and there 
sold his unique collection to the 
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6, and Debra’s sister, Diane, 6. 


. Government, 


French Minister of Publie In- 
struction, at a price which, up 
to that time, had never been 
exceeded for a collection of an- 
cient goldsmith’s work. 

The collection was put on 
show at the Cluny Museum in 


Paris, where it attracted im- 
mense crowds. 

But its origin could no longer 
be kept a secret. The Spanish 
having denounced 
the Queen’s goldsmith as a 
smuggler, a bandit, and a per- 
jured royal servant, made im- 
mediate demands on the French 
Government to return the treas- 
ure, declaring it to be part of 
the “inalienable regalia of 
Spain.” ? 

This was nonsense. The crowns 
had never formed part of the 
Spanish regalia, and all that the 
Spanish government's demand 
di was to make the French 


Government withhold payment. 


Then France was 
involved in. a war with Austria

for more important national 
matters.

Beetles Succeed 
Where Guns Failed 


If Nelson were alive to-day 
he’d have drafter a new signal 
for the recent Trafalgar Day: 
“Stand by to sink the Victory 
beetles.” 

For half a million pounds is 
needed to save the life of the 

"s most famous ship, Nel- 
son's H.M.S. Victof’y. 

The threat of the breaker’s 
yard hangs over Victory in her 
dry dock a Portsmouth. What 
French cannon-balls failed to 


‘do when she fought at Trafal- 


gar, the deathwatch beetle has 
done. 

Victory, say the experts, ur- 
gently needs a £500,000 “surgi- 
cal operation.” Her “heart of 
oak” must be replaced by teak 
and steal. 

Why not use oak? Because 
seasoned oak could not be ob- 
tained from the forests of Eng- 
land and correctly matured un- 
til about 1875. By then it would 
be too late. 

For many years the Victory— 
launched at Chatham on May 
7th, 1765—has been attacked by 
the dreatied death-watch beetle. 

Every Trafalgar Day Nelson’s 
famous signal, “England expects 
.. -” is hoisted in Victory. On 
the quarter-deck, where he 
fell, a memorial service is held. 

In 1844, thirty-nine years 
after Trafalgar, Queen Victoria 
visited the warship with Prince 
Albert. When she came to the 
spot where Nelson fell, she stood 
silently gazing at the tablet re- 
cording the fact. 

Then, in a voice tremulous 
with emotion, the Queen read 
aloud slowly the words of the 
inscription: “Here Nelson Fell.” 

Stooping, she plucked two 
leaves as mementoes from the 
Trafalgar Day wreath of laurel 
which had been placed on the 
historic spot. It is believed that 
those leaves are still preserved 
in the archives of our Roval 
Family.

Plough Turned Up 
Fortune in Gold 


A treasure worth a hundred 
and fifty million dollars — and 
all of it in instantly saleable 
gold-dust — would mean fabu- 
lous wealth to its finder any- 
where in the world, 


In Persia, where the peasants 
work for a few dollars a year, 
and where even for highly 
placed civil servants a salary 
of $600. a year is considered 
quite high, where there are 
neither hospital services nor a 
huge fighting service to eat up 
the revenue, $150,000,000 would 
go a long way towards running 
the entire Persian state for a 
year. 


This fortune was found only 
a,few months ago by Muham- 
mad and Fawzi ploughing their 
narrow strip of stony ground 
in the province of Kerman. 

They were ploughing with a 
wooden ox-plough. Their com- 
bined resources would not have 
run to a cheap western steel 
plough, let alone a tractor- 
driven. plough such as the most 
modest farMm@r = Canada can 
afford. 

When Muhammed saw “# 
gleam of metal in the bright 
north Persian sunlight and bent 
down to pick up a gold coin, he 
called Fawzi over to search the 
ground. Eventually they found 
another gold coin. Both coins 
bore a classical type of head, 
and an inscription that the two 
men could not have understood, 
even if they ‘had been able to 
read. 

The coins were gold right 
enough, as Fawzi discovered 
when he changed them in the 
market at Ban. Gold is gold to 
the Persian peasant, and ‘the 
head of the monarch or the in- 
scription on a piece of money 
doesn’t matter very much, prd- 
vided that the metal is genu- 
ine. 

Ban is a small town im the 
province of Kerman, a district 
famous for its carpets. Buyers 
from all over the world come 
to Kerman, and their presence 
in the district has sharpened the 
wits of the locals. 

So when the money-changer 
displayed the two gold pieces on 
his market-tray, and the head- 
man of the town saw them, he 


. was sufficiently, knowledgeable 


to perceive that the unusual 
coins were worth an inquiry. 
His inquiries led him straight 
back to Muhammad and Fawzi 
whom he ordered to say noth- 
ing of their find. He then re- 
quested the men to lead him 
to. the field in which the two 
coins had been found, and hav- 
ing marked the place, went 
away, to return soon afterwards 
with two or three of his rela- 
tives, all sworn to secrecy. 
The exploring party, having 


, dug the field at the point where 


the coins had been found, ex- 


“ posed the surface of a brick- 


and-stone vault that their. picks 
quite easily broke through. 

Throwing a blazing torch in- 
to the hole they had made, they 
saw that the air was puré— 
otherwise the torch would have 
The headman’'s secre- 
tary and nephew then volun- 
tered to go down into the vault 
at the end of a rope. 

It was his cry of wonder 
which nearly caused the man 
paying out the rope to let it 
slip. The men on the surface 
rushed to the lip of the hole, 
and shouted down: “What is it?” 

The voice of the man in the 
vault held strong overtones of 
fright, for the Persian peasant is 
& Mohammedan whose religion 
contains a powerful element of 
the old paganism. The man at 
the end of the rope Was now 
certain that he had been lower-

cavern, 
“Let me up!” he bellowed, 


and was promptly hauled to the 
surface. 

When his alarm had quieten- 
ed, he was closely questioned by 
his uncle. What the headman 
learnt was enough to allay any 
fears of the supernatural in 
that official. He untied the rope 
from around Kis trembling ne- 
phew’s waist, fastened it to his 
own and gave the order to his 
assistants to lower him into the 
hole.

Animal Murderers 


When Vivian Messiter’ was 
found murdered in 1929 he had 
a neat round hole in his head, 
such as a bullet makes. Detec- 
tives searched for a gun. But 
there was no gun. The man had 
been killed by a hammer with 
a pointed end. 

For reasons similar to this, 
great care is used by police in 
African territories when inves- 
tigating cases in which natives 
have apparently been killed by 
wild beasts. Members of secret 
societies such as the “Leopard 
Men” wear gloves made from 
leopard’s paws, complete with 
claws, with which they mutilate 
the bodies of their victims. —~ 


In another case an old tiger. 


was thought to be responsible 
for the deaths of several people 
whose heads had been smashed 
in as though by one blow of a 
great paw. But no traces of tiger 
could be found. 

The killer was eventually re- 
vealed to be a crazy old man 
who used a slender war club 
weighted with a large piece of 
metal shaped like a tiger’s claw. 

A classic case of a man who 
tried to pin his murder on an 
animal was revealed by Bertil- 
lon, the French detective. Baron 


‘Zeidler was found dead.in a

The locatiofimef the lights will 
depend on the type and width 
of the house. In houses not more 
than -24 feet wide, the lignts 
should be placed in a single row 
at intervals not exceeding 10 
feet, midway between the roost- 
ing quarters and the front of 
the house. In wider houses a 
double row of: lights is. neces- 
sary. The lights should be sus- 
pended about 6 feet from the 
floor. The greatest light inten~ 
sity should fall on the water 
fountains and feeders, with a 
lesser amount on the roosting 
quarters to induce the hens to 
leave them. 


Aside from convenience there 
apparently is little difference in 
the various methods of supply- 
ing light. If morning light is 
provided, feed and water must 
be available at the time the 
lights come on.

Uranium fever 
Australia. Not so long 
mining experts rejected this 
radio-active ore as dross. Now, 
as the raw material of atomic 
fission, it is more coveted than 
gold and, when stockpiled, im- 
measurably more  useful—and 
dangerous, 

Uranium is bouna shortly to 
revolutionize the world, wheth- 
er used for power generation, 
transport or defence. Sources 
fit for mining are far scattered. 
Canada struck one of the rich- 
est fields beside the Great Bear 
Lake, but lying within the Arc- 
tie Circle, 800 miles north by 
air of the nearest railhead, its

inaccessibility impedes rapid 
development." 
The Belgian Congo's mines 


are more advantageously plac- 
ed. Apart from that, small but 
valuable ore beds of high radio- 


active yields have been |lo- 
cated in the United States and 
Africa. 


Yet tow, «with Australia’s en- 
try into the production field, 
the picture of uranium distri- 
bution changes. For no one can 
accuse the Western democracies 
of irresponsible optimism in 
suspecting that “down under” 
contains the earth’s_ richest 
strata of this coveted ore. 

And, as in sO many remark- 
able enterprisés, it was left to 
a single individual, a man of 
very ordinary attainments, to 
set Australia’s atomic prosper- 
ity moving. Jack White, a 
brawny prospector of the pick 
and pan school, has spent a life- 
time amid the Northern Terri- 
tory’s alternately sun - beaten 
and rain-drenched wastes. 

Always he lived rough. Some- 
times he fossicked for gold, 
keeping himself alive on kan- 
garco meat, and sometimes he 
farmed until white ants devour- 
ed his buildings and pests de- 
spoiled his crops. 

Then one day in 1949, driving 
his ramshackle jeep, he set out 
from Darwin to hunt kangaroos 
in Rum Jungle, a waste land of 
green mangoes, broken hills, 
gum-tree scrub and -crumbling, 


ant-eaten R.A.A.F. hut encamp- 
ments 
The ‘roos were scarce But 


while searching for them, White 
chanced to stumble on_ some 
green and canary-yellow tumps 
of rock tying on the site - of 
some tong abandoned copper 
and tin workings. Uranium ore 
oxidizes a bright yellow when 
exposed .to the atmosphere 
That he knew. And he knew 
too that the colours of the rocks 
at his’ feet fitted in with des. 
criptions of the new ore he had 
read in a Bureau of Mines pam- 


ohiet Putting down his gcun 
and fetching a sack from his 
jeep, he\ filled it with rock 
lump then flung carelessly 


on the “jeep’s floor 

Back at his shack. Jack post- 
ed off his samples to the Min- 
ing Bureau's offices at Alice 
Springs. 900 miles distant He 
didn't hope for much. “After 
twenty years in the scrub” he 
afterwarda remarked, “one gets 
tired of looking for new things 
I just picked ‘em up. not parti 
cular like.” 

But when the expert at Alice 
Springs ran his detector over 
these samples if vibrated as if 
pmitten with hysterics. Soon, a 
swarm of scientists descended 
on Rum Jungie, probing it with 


their geiger counters. Then. in 
conditions of s@crecy, exneri 
mental shafts were sunk. Dia 
mond driliines disclosed how 
extensive wae the field 

Jack White, lifted out of ob 


scurity, blinked irritably on dis- 
covering himself to be a cele- 
brity, a national hero. Grizzled 
and slow-speaking, he never- 
theless pocketed the Govern- 
ment’s maximum reward for his 
find, a cheque for $75,000: Yet 
when invited to join disting- 
uished guests at Rum Jungle’s 
opening ceremony, in’ Septem- 
ber, 1954, Jack White stayed 
away. ; 

At the very moment that the 
Australian Prime Minister, Mr. 
R. G. Menzies, pressed the 
switch, setting in motion one of 
the world’s greatest and most 
costly uranium oxide extraction 
plants, Jack was enjoying. a 
quiet drink in the bar of the. 
Adelaide River Hotel, Darwin. 

Despite his fortune, he dwells 
still in a simple galvanized iron 
cottage. He is without running 
water, electricity, or any of ciy- 
lization’s domestic amenities. 
When atomic power opens up 
this corner of Australia he'll 
probably be the last to use it! 

But he has equipped himself 
with a new jeep. And, when re- 
portérg ‘pressed him to disclose 
his new itions, all they got 
out of him was, “What I want 
is to be left alone by yout guys, 
and grow peanuts.” So the 
mighty atom has transformed 
him from a casual propector in- 
to a full-time peanut farmer. 

Now, at Batchelor, the old 
R.A.A.F. township in Rum Jun- 
gle, a new town on stilts .has 
arisen.. All the new buildings, 
shops, messes and primary 
schools stand on stilts. They 
are also “louvred,” or heavily 
shuttered, so that internal air 
temperatures can be easily con- 
trolled. 

The spot has the great ad- 
vantage of being only sixty miles 
from a port and of lying on the 
main highway from Darwin. to 
Alice. Springs. Australia has 
started off her premier produc- 
tion plant with tremendous phys- 
ical factors in her favour. 

Formerly, im this wild terri- 
tory, many adventurers and 
tough breeds lived off the coun- 
try. Provided they could shoot, 
they need never fear starvation. 
And with a little prospecting 
knowledge they sometimes stum- 
bled across gold, copper, tin, 
wolfram and other useful min- 
erals 

Now, since Jack White's ter- 
rific. luck, these wiry old pros- 
pectors have a new look and 
new tools. Instead of the fa- 
miliar gold washing pan and 
sluice-box, the more go-ahead 
have equipped themselves with 
four-wheeled trucks, geiger 
counters (these alone cost about 
$300). ultra-violet lamps and 
modern camping equipment. 

But keen eyes, patience and 
energy are still the prospector’s 
stock-in-trade. Uranium oxide 
does not cause geiger reactions

if. embedded below a foot of 
rock or three feet of soil. So 
many a man may walk over 
riches, as thousands of Austra- 
lian war-time airmen did around 
Batchelor in the war years. 

Lately the Federal Govern- 
ment carried out an aeria) sur- 
vey of 4,000 square miles of this 
territory for radioactive mineral 
deposits. Twelve areas were 
found worthy of ground pros- 
pecting, mostly in the Rum Jun- 
gle vicinity. And in these areas 
the surveying aircraft's atom 
detector, or scinntillometer, made 
900 strikes. 

The Government still offers 
substantial rewards for fresh 
uranium ore discoveries. Where 
a commercially exploitable lode 
is found, the full $75,000 will 
be paid. Spurred by such induce- 
ments, Sam Macumber, a §9- 
year-old brewery worker, and 
his younger brother Bill, a rail- 
way gate-keeper, spent last win- 
ter’s evenings studying the symp- 
toms of uranium-bearing rocks. 

Then recently, acting on a 
hunch, the two began a search 
at Mount Kangaroo, near Ingle- 
wood, a small township some 


thirty miles from the famous old -. 


gold-mining town of Bendigo. 
They took out a mining licence. 

Prespectors are also attacking 
Mount isa in Western Queens- 
land in a‘gpirit as lively as any 
shown during the Klondike gold 
rushes, Here one group of eight 
men, headed by taxi driver Cle- 
ment Walton, hit on a hillock, 
200 feet wide by 400 feet across, 
which they now call Mount 
Atom. It appears to be solid with 
radioactive ore. 

The Australian Oi! Exploita- 
tion Company has bought out 
their claim for $750,000. But, 
wisely, the lucky eight have 
contracted to receive a share in 
the mine’s gross profits as well. 

The excitement of sudden 
riches proved nearly fatal for 
taximan Walton. He collapsed 
after a severe heart attack. But 
fortunately he pulled around. 
Now, regaining his strength in 
a first-class convalescent home 
in Adelaide, he’s smiling afresh. 
He sees happy days ahead in 
which to enjoy his astounding 
uranium luck.

Moses and Elina 
talked with Jesus of his decease 
but it was in a heavenly atmos- 
phere.

That is why Christians 
are willing to suffer for their 
faith.

MOTOR VEHICLE 
OWNERS TO PAY 
HIGHER LICENCE FEES 


Motor vehicle owners will pay 
an extra $12,000,000 for their 
licence pilates next year. The an- 


nouncement was made by Highway 
Minister Allan. 

Private car owners will contribute 
an extra $4,760,000 to the Provincial 
treasury on the basis of last years’ 
registration figures. Their licences 
will cost from $1 to $6 more. 

Although there have been some 
changes in recent years for some 
cars due to the changes in horse- | 
power, this is the first change in the. 
fee in 18 years. With the incrtases, 
Ontario will still have the lowest | 
licence rate of any province.

“We 
don’t eat those potatoes—those 
are for market and seed to go 
to Idaho and Florida and Long 
Island. We eat Green Moun- 
tains. The outside row, along 
the road, is Green Mountains. 
You got to dig them by hand.”

So my friend got the hoe, and 
he had to walk a long way, be- 
cause the farm family had al- 
ready eaten about three quar- 
ters of a mile of Green Moun- 
tains, and he dug three grain 
bags full and then went with 
his automobile to get them. Of 
course they were wonderful po- 
tatoes. So you've got to ponder 
on the curious industrial cus- 
toms of the modern farmer, who 
grows hundreds of acres of pota- 
toes to sell to the unwitting

Our eutrigger lies like a dark 
arrow on the sunlit bay. We 
are in tropic waters which 
dance and dazzle on the sur- 
surface, gleaming turquoise 
over sand, cobalt over coral, 
and gun-metal over lava out- 
croppings. Farther out, the pur- 
ple patches mean cloud sha- 
dows, and on the horizon a tum- . 
ultuous pile of pearly clouds 
hide voleano Haleakala and its 
island Maui. 

Looking down over the side 
of the narrow boat, there are 
thirty feet of pure salt sea 
water between us and the bof- 
tom. It is this lambent world of 
fantastic colors, shapes, and tex~ 
tures that we will penetrate. 

For we are after coral. Two of 
us dive from the outrigger; an- 
other surface-dives: Wearing 
rubber flippers and glass face 
masks, we each are on our own, 


Fifteen feet below the sur- 
face rises a lava shelf shaped 
like an anvil, startlingly black 


against the white sand bottom. 
Around this dart and dance 
brightly-colored reef fish 

I plummet down. Then, grasp- 
ing the java anvil with both 
hands to steady myself against 
the strong ¢oastwise current 


lie still, outstretched, a few 
moments. The fish, which havee 
darted into crevices, now come 
out again, as curimus as their 
visitor, 

Each is more startling in 
shape and color than the iast. 
There are green fish with red 
stripes, red fish with green 
Stripes, silver fish with black 
Striper, black fish with silver 
stripes, blue on silver, silver on 
blue, dots on étripes, stripes on 
dots. Fish that are long and 
thin, like animated drinking 
straws. Fish that are fat and 
grumpy as goblins. Fish with

I surface, gasping for air, gain 
my breath, then go down again. 
This time, grasping the lava, I 
stare into another puka, or hole.

What a comical creature! This

Long fone are 
the camphor trees whieh sweet - 
ened the air far out to sa 


j 
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I raised my eyes. A dazzling 
scart of white mist at the 1.500- 
foot level girdles the volcane 
Hualalai, whose top is hid in 
rain clouds. 

Now I grasp a hammer in one 
hand, and screwdriver in the 
other (for why dull a wood 
chisel on bone?), and dive for 
coral. 

Down again in the watery 
world of muted color, huge cor- 


al heads spring around me like: 


gigantic tinted cauliflowers. 
Red, rust, blue, purple, mustard, 
pink-—they blossom at my fing- 
er tips. 

Prowling among this seem- 
ingly petrified, but yet a forest 
of living creatures, I spot a 
smaller head, the size of a 
basketball, with perfectly form- 
ed branches, and a brilliant 
blue in color. Surfacing for air, 
I resubmerge, place the screw- 
driver against the stem under 
the branchingi head and give 
one knock of the hammer. The 
head breaks neatly off. This I 
earefully bear to the surface 
and place the brittle shape, yet 
slimy with living polyps, in the 
outrigger. 

By the time I have surfaced 
with another, the first one has 
turned mauve. In the strong 
sunlight, it will be pink by the 
time we return to shore. 

In the meantime my two 
Filipino companions have not 
been idle, bringing up beautiful 
heads and branches to add to 
our collection. There is branch 
\eoral, brain coral, finger coral, 
antler coral, fire coral (for this 
they must wear canvas gloves), 
and an assortment of shells. One 
of the boys proudly adds a hel-~ 
met shell, complete with heavy 
orange lip and living mollusk, 
which he spotted crawling along 
on the deepest place of all. 

There are also. blue-black 
spiny urchins, a native dalitaey 
when broken open and the roe 
eaten raw, like marine caviar. 
To this wealth from the deep I 
add some red-spined urchins, 
just to make the collection pret- 
ty. These brilliant red spikes, 
like pieces of chalk with blunt 
ends, will turn purple and then 
brown, as sunlight dulls them. 


We spy a turtle’s hind-legs 
sticking out froin a cave, where 
he has repaired headfirst to 
sleep. We grasp him and pull 
him out, and then have merry 
sport trying to “ride” him to the 
surface, the poor creature all 


the time trying to swim down | 


to those nether realms that he 
calls home. 

We finally let him go, and 
rest and catch our breath on 
the surface. You would think 
we would have had enough, but 
I can’t keep my eyes off the 
bottom. Peering through my 
face glass, I suddenly see a 
small tiger shark meandering 
among the coralheads. He has 
a streamlined nose, a_ long 
oblique tail, and six feet of gray 
lithe steely strong body. Now 
he circles my lava anvil direct- 
ly beneath me. Hig little eyes 
roll] up to me, but he keeps on 
his ‘circuitous course. 

The picture is complete. The 
shark in the coral, sleek, beau- 
tiful in his effortless. motion; 
the reef fish, darting in and 
out of their crevices or dancing 
in pairs in the sheer joy of liv- 
ing; the sun shining down, 
warming the world; the waters 
lapping the boat; the trade 
winds, blowing fresh and free; 
me on the surface— peering 
down in wonderment and peace, 
the surf against the shore, the 
shore against the mountain, the 
mountain against the sky. 

I leisurely climb aboard the 
outrigger, where my two com- 
panions had quickly repaired at 
the first breath of “shark,” and 
\we paddled shoreward, our boat

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And there seems to be a craze 
these days for high bedroom win-

In a sense, considering present 
high production costs coupled 
with the shortage of farm labour 
this sounds like a logical con- 
clusion — and the trend to big- 
ger farms is obvious already. 
But, are we going backwards or 
forwards? There is more than 
one way of looking at the situ- 
\ation : 

Cast your mind back a hun- 
dred years or more. Remember 
the immigrants who came to 
Canada because here, they 
thougt; was a country where any 
man with brains, brawn and suf- 
ficient capital. could, if he so de- 
sired, own the farm upon whidh 
he lived. Remember, too, that 
the immigrant left his native land 
because there he could farm only 
under the domination of the 
squire or the bailiff of an estate. 
There was no place for a small 
landowner. But in Canada — a 
century ago — the immigrant 
either applied for Crown Land 
or bought a farm from a previous 
owner. He might have little of 
this world’s goods but his dreams 
were fulfilled. He had land of 
his own. He had acquired inde- 
pendence. Now, if farms in the 
near future are controlled by 
big property owners how much 
difference will there be between 
Canadian farms of tomorrow and 
the farms of the English gentry 
a hundred years ago? Conditions 
have changed — the pendulum 
swings back and forth, now this 
way, now that. But only Father 
Time marks the hours,, uncon- 
cerned about which way the 
pendulum swings, knowing that 
eventually history repeats itself 
in one way or another.

When Churchill 


And F.D.R. Took A Holiday 


“You have come all this 
way,” said Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill to President 
Roosevelt. “You really must not 
go back without spending a 
night or two in Marrakesh.” 


It was January, 1943, and the 
two great men were chatting 
informally during their historic 
conference at Casablanca, short- 
ly after the landing in North 
Africa. 

Marrakesh was Winston's fa- 
vourite holiday resort. And he 
knew of a villa there — a very 
beautiful villa. 


The President was not sure 
he could spare the time, but at 
last he was persuaded. The vil- 
la, he was told, was built by 
an American lady named Mrs. 
Taylor, and was occupied at that 
moment by the American Vice- 
Consul, Mr. .Kenneth Pendar. 
The President thought that per- 
haps they could arrange to stay 
for a night there. But before 
this could be undertaken the 
villa had to be examined for 
security purposes. 

The American Vice-Consul 
Was summoned to Casablanca. 


The villa itself Wae visited by - 


various security officials. The 
grounds were carefully inspect- 
ed 


The villa stands in relative 
isolation in extensive grounds 
of its own, with high walls that 
shut it off from the rest of the 
town. There is only one en- 
trance and it was felt that it 
would be reasonably safe. 


The villa’s attractions had not 
been exaggerated. It is a mod- 
ernized version of a Moroccan 
castle with thick walls of pink 
plaster. There is one large 
spreading building dominated 
by a high tower. 

There are two inner court- 
yards containing lovely gard- 
ens of orange trees, geraniums 
and bougainvillaea, together 
with black marble fountains all 
indirectly lit, which gives them 
a strangely magical effect by 
night. 

The gardens cover about four 
acres of ground. There are olive 
trees, fountains, rivulets and a 
pool, which when seen from the 
top of the tower, sparkles like 
a square-cut emerald in the 


Moroccan sunlight. 

A great deal of work had to 
be done to get the place ready 
for the visit. Ramps had to be

the sidelines until next season. Item Joan's latched on to ie a towel, tied to uniform for tackler 


constructed so that the Presi- 
dent's chair could be wheeled in 
or out of the garden without 
having to be carried up and 
down steps, and railings were 
set up in case he wished to walk 
a few paces. In the grounds 
anti-aircraft guns were install- 
ed and telephones were attach- 
ed to many of the trees with 
guards stationed beside them. 


The code used by those work- 
ing in the villa referred to 
Roosevelt as “Al” and Churchill 
as “Bl”. Telephones were also 
installed in every bedroom to 
connect the two great leaders 
and their staffs with the the- 
atres of war. 


When the conference ended 
at Casablanca, Winston Church- 
il and President Roosevelt, 
wearing overcoats, set out to- 
gether in a_ large limousine, 
which was painted a drab olive. 
They sat in the back seat to- 
gether with a plain clothes man 
beside the driver in front. 


A hamper was packed with 
their lunch, which they had 
on the way down. It helped to 
break up the long journey, 
which took five hours. The en- 
tire route from Casablanca to 
Merrakesh, all 150 mileS of it 
across Geeeg, sand, was lined 
by \American tisems — many 
thousands of them. 


At last came the final report 
on the car’s progress: “The 
party is now turning towards 
the villa and should arrive there 
in a few minutes.” 

The Prime Minister alighted 
first; the President had to be 
assisted into his chair and was 
wheeled through the garden to 
the terrace. They sat there for 
a while looking out on to the 
lovely green pool set between 
two, large cedar trees. Tea was 
then served. 

The Prime Minister, who had 
been to Marrakesh before, went 
in after tea and climbed to the 
top of the tower to see the glo- 
rious view of the Atlas Moun- 
tains, which rise to a height of 
12,000 feet beyond the noise 
and clamour of the bazaar. 

Churchill came down exhila- 
rated and said to the: President, 
“We are most anxious, sir, for 
you to see the view from the 
top of the tower. Do you think 
you could be persuaded to make’ 
the trip?” The President re- 
plied, “I have every intention 
of going up there if my men 
will be kind enough to take 
me.” 

The wheel-chair was too wide 
to negotiate the winding stair- 
way, so the President was car- 


ried up the sixty steps to the 
. 


top.

There were thirty men in all 
staying in the house, including 
Harry Hopkins and Averell 


‘Harriman, and soon they began 


to assemble for drinks. Church- 
ill, wearing his famous siren 
suit, had a martini while Roose- 
velt took an “old fashioned.” 

Cooks had been busy for days 
preparing a splendid meal 
which was served by soldiers, 
Both great men were astonished 
at the variety and richness of 
the courses. The sweet, at least 
three feet high, was made to 
represent the famous Marra- 
kesh mosque. 

After dinner the President 
and Churchill settled down to 
work. They sat together until 
half past three in the morning, 
discussing aspects of the war 
and composing a summary of 


the deliberations at the confer- — 


ence at Casablanca. 

After a sandwich or two and 
went off to their various rooms. 
The President said, “Now, Win- 
ston, don’t you get up in the 
morning to’see me off.” And 
they bade each other good- 
night. 

But in the morning he had 
himself wheeled into- Winston's 
room for a further farewell. 
Winston instantly: climbed out 
of bed. “I'm coming with you 
to the airport, Mr. President,” 
he said. “I can get into my 
rompers in two twos.” 

Wearing his famous outfit 
under a dressing gown with 
black velvet collar and cuffs, 
and an air marshal’s blue cap, 
Winston reached the front door 
just as the President’s chair was 
being taken down the steps, 
now covered by a ramp. 

The inevitable cigar was be- 
tween his lips as he drove with 
the President to the airport. 
Photographers picked him out 
there and cocked their cameras, 
but -Churchill shook his head 
at them and, pointing with his 
cigar at his queer get-up, said, 
“You can’t do this to m:!” 

After the President's ‘plane 
took off, Winston returned to 
the villa where he stayed for 
two further days painting the 
magnificent view from the tow- 
er of the sunset.on the snows. 
That was the only picture he 
painted during the whole of 
the war. He sent it to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as a gift and it 
is now in the Roosevelt Me- 


morial Library at Hyde .Park. |
